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1* Transmitted for your information and action- per Paragraphs 5 6 

below, we are forwarding copies of a self-explanatory request from CAMLET- 1 

received via a letter to the case officer, dated 23 February 19o2. 

2, Since it is not certain that it will be possible to have the 
visitors specified by CAMLET-1, it will probably also not be possible to work 
the type of arrangement suggested by CAMLET- 1, i.e., that their travel expenses 
be absorbed by some other organization or agency in connection with their travel 
on other purposes. 

3 , Consequently, and if KUBARK is willing to assist CAKIET-1 in 
this endeavor, it is recommended that CAHI2T-1 simply be informed that KUbARK 
will cover a certain portion of the anticipated expenses. 

1;, CAflLST-l's request is endorsed here for the following principal 

reasons : 

a. During the past year, CAMLET-1 has developed into a 
productive contact for KUHARK. He has been most cooperative along 
KUCAGE lines, including the placing of articles end lines in the 
medium he controls. There is every reason to believe that this 
cooperation will continue. He has also been most forthcoming along 
KUTUT-E lines. Except for reports on activities by Soviet Embassy 
officers vis-a-vis the journalistic community in V/est Berlin, 
reports received from CAMLET-1 may not have been worth very much, 
but there is no question that CAMLST-1 is attempting to assist 
KURARK's mission by making available whatever he receives in the 
way of information. 

b. Consequently, as repayment f or past cooperation and in 
order to ensure the continuation of such cooperation, it would 
appear to be a wise investment, i: KU3ARK assists CAMLET- 1 with 
e problem which is obviously close to his heart (and for which, 
incidentally, he will receive no personal financial gain). 

c. CAMLET-1 * s proposal to bring two prominent Americans to 
West Berlin for the stated purpose, end under the unofficial but 
highly reputable aegis suggested by him, appears to fall squarely 
within one aspect of the viability concept. 

5. Consequently, it is strongly recommended that Headquarters 
authorize the passage of _DM J^OOO t o CAMLST-i. This will defray the expenses 
of one of the visitors, and 1 would be told that lie will have to find money 

for the other visitor iron some other source. 



6 . Since we wish to be able to give CAMLET- 1 a quick answer, Head- 
quarters ' expeditious action will be muchly appreciated. If your answer is 
positive - as we hope- please also advise to what allotment (ZRTOFCH, CAGHOUL, 
or OOA) you desire this expe: iiture to be charged.
